own obstinate ignorance, and engaged, year 
after year, in ruining a people after the 
most dignified fashion! You have all seen 
that inscrutable dispensation known by the 
hame of the dignified gentleman: an em- 
bodied tediousness, which society is apt not 
only to tolerate but worship; a person who 
umonnces the stale commonplaces of con- 
versation with the owfal precisian of one 
bringing down to the valleys of thought 
bright truths plucked on its summits; who 
ix so profoundly deep and painfully solid on 
the weather, the last) novel, or some other 
wthing of the day; who is) inexpressibly 
shocked if your eternal gratitude does not 
repay him for thetrite information he con- 
sumed you hour imyaiting; and who, if 
you insinuate that his caln, contented, im- 
perturbable stupidity is preying upon your

She once suddenly threw 
her arms round his neck, gave him a_ kiss 
which might have eladdened the heart of 
duke, lifting his head: 
awfully up and giving his shoulders an ar- 
istocratic square, slowly said, “Madam, my 
first wife was a Howard, and she never 
would have taken such a liberty.”

A New Literature. 

It is a curious fact, that the most popular 
books of the preseut treat of charac- 
ters amoung the poor. r simple human- 
ity gives them a greater interest than be- 
longs to lords or ladies in high life. Arti- 
ficial tastes, are forever changing. The 
heart of nan remains forever. Fashionable 
novels, to artificial tastes, may 
Suit the caste for which they were written, 
but me make no impresston on the mass 
| of mankind, and they perish with the hour. 
Literature, which is to be permanent, must 
address itself to the imperishable elements 
of our being. It mast soar above the fash- 
ion of a day, and speak to the heart of man, 
to his honest admiration for goadness, to 
his better impulses, to undying human loye. . 
The life of a book lies-ftr its truth-to na- 
ture, andin its humanity. In a true work 
of genius we are startled, like the savage 
} at first seeing his face in a mirror, with the 

exuct correspondence to all that our own 
hearts had told us before. Every: stroke 
of nature thrills us, because it is a reflee- 
tion of our own feelings. We statt to see 
ourselves in the page before us. Thus the 
universal subject of genius is the: human 
heart; and its office in painting, in poetry 
and romance, is to reproduce nature in art, 
and thus show mankind to themselves. 

We judge of genius, then, just as we 
judge of music, by its effect on our own 
feelings, exalting our whole being; by its~ 
power of touching the universal harmonies 
of nature, those chords that vibrate every- 
where in the bosom »of humanity, . But it 
is hot merely the business of the artist or 
the poet to copy nature, but nature beauti- 
fied and made celestial by his own creations. - 
The office of genius, then, more strictly, is 
to make all forms of human existence beau- 
tiful. There is something in this eangenial 
to feeling, to taste, and to the moral senti- 
ments. This shows why of two works of 
equal genius, one laid in elevated station, 
and the other in humble life, the Jatter is 
always more popular. There is more of 
nature in retired scenes. There is more in 
which sll can sympathize. Nor are :the for- 
tunes of the obscure destitute of intrinsic 
interest. There is a tragic interest in the 
life of every poor man, which it is the priv- 
ilege of genius to elicit and portray! Once 
it was thought beneath the highest intellect 
to seek its heroes amid scenes so low. But 
genius is learning to be the voice and organ 
of hamanity; to be, like religion, a sacred 
gift for the benefit of all men and ajl ages. 
Its product is already a more simple, trath- 
ful, living literature. Phe most popular 
writers of modern times show these remarks 
tobe just. Burns, that sweet child of na- 
ture, Carlyle and Dickens, owe the chief 
interest of their writings to the pathos, 
“the sweet, sad mugic of humanity,” whieh 
breathes throngh them, The power of ge- 
hius is nowhere more beautilully-displayed, 
than in the immortality Ip has thud riven 
to comman seenes and lowly beings. ; Some 
of these children of patience and humility 
will outlive, in the world’s affections, the 
proudest characters of history. When the 
names of kings shall.die, the world will still 
sing the Cotter’s Saturday Night, and weep 
over the story of the Young Cottager, and 
the death of little Nell—N. Y. Lrangelist.

new light; but it threw me into terrer and 
consternation, for it showed me an alivss— 
that of forty years af wandering. I saw 
the whole evil, aud no remedy ; nothing 


On one side, my life was before my eyes, 
such as I saw it-in the light of celestial 
truth ; on the other, death—which [daily 
expected. “The priest no longer appeared 
on the seaffold to console the condemned, 
he ascended it only ta div iliaself. Full of 
these degolate thuughts, my heart was com- 
pletely prostrate, and addressed itself but 
in a whisper to God whom I had jast 
found, and whom, evea then, I scarcely — 
knew. I said, what must Ido? What 
am Ito become? [ had upon the ‘table 
the Imitatipn of Christ, by Thomas a’ em- 
pis, and 1 had been told that in this excel- 
lent book I should often find the answer to 
my thoughts, I opened it at random, and 
fell on opening, upon these words, ‘Here 
am I, my son! I come to thee because thou 
hast called me.‘ 1 yead na more ; the sud- 
den effect which 1 experienced, is beyond 
all expression. It is no more possible for 
me to describe it than to forget it. I fell. 
prostrate, with my face to the earth, bathed 
in tears, stifled with sobs, raising cries and 
broken words. I felt my heart cottsoled 
and expanded, but at the same time ready 
to break. QOyerwhelmed with a crowd of 
ideas and of feelings, I wept a long time, 
without retaining any remembrance of this 
situation, except that it was without :com- 
parison, an emotion of the most powerful, 
and the sweetest I have ever known ; and 
these words, ‘Ifere am I, my san!’ have not 
yet ceased to echo in my spirit, and to stir 
most deeply all its faculties...

Cause of Changes in Climate. © 
THE MAGNET AND COLD, 


History informs us that many of the 
countries of Europe, which now possess 
very mild winters, at one time experienced 
severe cold during this season of the year, 
The Tiber at Rome was often frozen over, 
and snow at one time lay for forty days in 
that city. The Euxine Sea was frozen 
over every winter during the time of Ovid, 
and the rivers Rhine and Rhone used to 
be frozen so deep that the ice sustained 
loaded wagons. The waters of the Tiber, 
Rhine and Rhone, now flow freely every 
winter, ice is unknown at Rome, and the 
waves of the Euxine dash their wintry foam. 
uncrystalized upon the rocks. _ 

_ Some have ascribed there climatic chan- 

ges to agricultgre—the cutting down of 

dense forests, the exposure of the upturned 

soil to the summer sun, and the draining of | 
the great marshes. 
that such great changes could have been 
produced in the climate of any country by 
agriculture, and we are certain that no suc 

theory can account for the contrary change 
of climate—from warm to cold winters— 
Which history tells us has taken place in 
other countries than those named. Green- 
land received its name from the emerald 
herbage which clothed its valleys and moun- 
tains; and its east coast, which is now -in- 
ssible on aceount of the perpetual ice 


Ovabda upon its shores, was, in the eleventh 


century, the seat of flourishing Seandinavi- 
un colonies, all trace of which is now lost. 
Cold Labrador was named Vinland by the 
Northmen who visited it in the year 1000, 
and who were charmed with its then mild - 
climate. The cause of these changes isan — 
important inquiry. 

_ A pamphlet by John Murray, civil engi- 
neer, has recently been published in Lon-— 
don, in which he endeavors to account for 
these great changes of climate by the 


‘| changeable position of the magnetic poles. 


The magnetic variation, or declination of. 
the needle is well known. At the present 
time it amounts in London to about 
twenty-three degrees west of north, while 
in 1659 the line of Variation passed through 
England, and then moved gradually west 
until 1816. In that year a great removal 
of ice took place on the coast of Green- 
land; hence it is inferred that the cold me- 
ridian, which is now supposed to pass thro’ 


Canada and Siberia, may at one time have 


passed through Italy; and that if the mag- 
netic meridian returns, as it is now doing, 
to its old lines in Europe, Rome may once 
more sce her Tiber frozen over, and the 
merry Rhinelander drive his team on the 
ive of the classic river, 

~ Whether the changes of climate mention- 
ed have been caused by the change of the 
magnetic meridian or not, we have too few 
facts before us, at present, to decide con- 
clusively; but the idea, once spread abroad, 
i lead to such investigation as will 
st remove every obscurity, and set-

On Saturday ict last, the steamer Pearl, 
on her way from Margsville to Sacramento, 
burst her boilers just xhe reached the 
wharf at the latter city. The Peay! belongs to 
the Combination Co,, and left Marysville a little 
in advance of the steamer Buterprise, of the Cit- 
izen's line. ‘The general impression seems to be 
that both boats were racing at the time, and that 
te this faet may be attributed the dreadful loss 
of life that has occurred.

Tue Fuxerat or tut Vieriws.—The faneral 
of the victims of the disaster of the Pear/, took 
place at Sacramento, on Monday. Business was 
suspended, the stores closed and many of the 
buildings were draped in mourning. The flags 
of the city and shipping were at half mast.

Mocha Coffee. 


Morcha las for +0 years been the prine i- 
pal seat of the coffeestrade of Yemen, al- | 
though Aden is now entering upon a 
successful rivalry for the eminence which a_ 
monopoly of this branch of eastern com- 
merce give to seaport that can 
secure it. Coffee began to be a common | 
beverage in “Arabia about thebegining of | 
the fifteenth century, afl the Arabians 
have since sedutously cultivated it.and jeal- 
ously prohibited the exportation of this na- 
tive plant of Yemen. It was bowever in- | 
troduced from 
Withont the anticipated injury to the wealth 
and prosperity of Arabia, as Mocha coffee 
is still regarded as the most excellent and | 
expensive cotiee caltivated, 


The plant grows sixtec uoor 


teen feet high, an upright stem, 
ered with a light brown bark, Its bran- 
ches grow horizontally and opposite, ercss- 
ing each other, and form a pyramidical ap- 
pearance, The leaves grow on the oppo- | 
side side of the lranches, tu the length of 
four or five inches, and two and half that | 
width in the middle. The flowers, 
ing in bunches at the junetion of the leaves, 
ure White ; maturing first into green, then 
red berries, resembling bunches of cherries,

journey. Camels are employed in its traus- 
portation, each of which carries about six 


hundred pounds, contained in two sacks,— 
They are driven in long trains of 500 or 
more, arranged one behind another, 
head of each being tied to the tail of the 
camel immediately before him.

was attended by loud reports and noises 
and immense issues of burning lava that 
down ‘on all sides ‘and made the 
mountain look like one mass of fire. Tn 
1768 it threw out an immense quantity of 
fine ashes, some of which fell at a hundred 
‘leagues distant, producing a total obscurity 
for some time.
